The number of births registered during the week, to persons normally residing in the 
principal towns, was 333—184 bovs and 149 girls. 


The number of deaths registered, of persons normally residing in the principal towns, 
was 188. Of these, 3 deaths were due to tuberculosis and 31 to malignant neoplasms. There 
were 3 accidental deaths, one of which was due to a transport accident and one to drowning. 


Among the deaths of infants under one year, 4 were due to congenital malformation, 3 
to pneumonia, 2 to prematurity, 2 to gastro-enteritis, and one to neo-natal infection. 


The total number of births registered during the week in the principal towns, was 517— 
269 boys and 248 girls, of which 151 boys and 133 girls were registered in Dublin County 
Borough. 


The total number of deaths registered in the principal towns was 261, of which 148 were 
registered in Dublin County Borough.

The number of births registered during the weeks, to persons normally residing in the 
two principal towns, was 518-—262 boys and 256 girls.

There 
were 12 accidental deaths, 3 of which were due to transport accidents, 3 to burns one to 
carbon monoxide poisioning and one to drowning. There was one suicide.
